on constantly at his side, The Wild 
Wa was so self-sufficient, and per- 
haps so handy with the dnh, that 
the British for years euphemistic- 
ally listed his homeland as "unad- 
minlstcred territory." 


Patient missionary work 
begun 


by an American Baptist and car- 
ried on by his sons, and concur- 
rent introduction of the law of the 
west, has turned the dnh almost ex- 
clusively to cutting bamboo 
and 


other utilitarian uses. 


The laming of the Wild Wa was 


undertaken many years ago by Wil- 
liam Marcus Young, who spent 44 
years here, established four mis- 
sions in the Wa and Shan states 
and baptized more than 40,000 hill 
people. When he died he left 
the 


Wild Wa lo his jungle-bred sons, 
Harold 
and 
Vincent, 
both now 


serving ns advisors to Ihe armed 
forces. 


They have carried on the elder 


Young's constant 
discouragement 


of head-hunting until It is 
prac- 


tically eliminated. No while man is 
known to have lost a head lo the' 
Wild Wn since the '90s.

With the war came the necessity 


ol warning the Wild Wa of the Jap- 
ttut-^b menace. Vincent Young, now 
' oft' somewhere doing highly secret 
missions, had devised 
a written 


language from the phonelies of Ihe 
Wild Wa and Ihc English alphabet.
